Those who are really spir- 
itual are in such close touch 
with the divine that they 
feel their shortage very keen- 
ly, while those who think 
they are very spiritual are so 
far from divinity that they 
do not realize the contrast 
between themselves and the 
Savior.

Neither do 
they even show sympathy, 
for after this heart-broken 
mother had her darling child 
torn from her bosom, they 
immediately took from. her 
side her husband, who is her 
onlv source of help, and left 
her alone to care for her five 
helpless children, one being 
an infant of only a few 





*months. 


To be bereft of one of the 
members of the family is not 
enough suffering for a child of 
God. Had they been out- 
casts, living in sin and shame, 
nothing would have been said

If they had called in 
a drunken doctor and taken 
a pill, there would have been 
nothing of all this. My God! 
What kind of people are we 
anyway? -jesussaid: “‘Bless- 
ed are ye, when men shall 
revile you and say all manner 
of evil against you for my sake 
rejoice and be exceeding 
glad for great is your reward 
in Heaven; for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were 
before you.” Is it an offense 
in Virginia to obey the doc- 
trine of Jesus? No, if the law 
was rightly looked into, our 
‘brother would be a free man. 
‘The laws of Virginia are good. 
There is nothing in the stat- 
ute of Virginia that says a 
‘man must furnish his child 
medicine. We are certain
